i 
T he sewerage question is to b e dit- 
cussed at a pub lic meeting called S a t­ 
urday, .luce Sth, to hear any ob jection 
tha t may b e oiTerei. 
{The place of 
meeting and hour were not given in 
the paper.) 
The question i« an im ­ 
portant one to the people of Dixon, and 
more particularly to those tha t reside 
east of the Illinois Central railroau 
and the dividing ridge b etween the 
river and slough. 
T he slough as it is 
termed, and b ranche.-. are the natural 
Siwere of the city. T hree hundred and 
ninety feet of this natural drain is 
arched. 
Extend these arches from 
street to street where nature has dug 
the way and estab lished the grade. 
Then all tha t part of the city within 
this district mentioned can run lateral 
sewers east, west and north into this 
main sewer which is Hushed b y nature 
several times each year. 
And for other reasons the slough 
should b e arched, and tha t too b efore 
the dam at Sterling is b uiit to 'urnish 
water for the Hennepin 
canal, for 
when that is completed water will 
stand in the slough all the time, and 
the time to do the work is b efore it b e- 
coraeo necessary to b uild a colTer dam, 
and run a pump to keep the water out 
while the foundation is b eing 
b uilt 
This work will have to b e done in the 
near future .as a sanitary measure. 
Why not comb ine the two, not necessi­ 
tating extra work and save moaey for 
the city, and accommodate all In tha t 
drainage . district'-' 
W he re ana how 
are the people on South Galena, O tta ­ 
wa, Crawford and Dixon avenues, and 
the rest of ithe south-eastern part of 
the city to b e provided with sewerage; 
also how is South Madison and Monroe 
avenues to b e provided for, if the plan 
as now contemplated is carried out'.^ Is 
it b ecause the city has paid a thousand 
dollars to estab lish a street and sewer 
grade and found it not practical to c a r ­ 
ry out io grading streets and side­ 
walks',-' Now are the citizens along the 
lino of this sewer to b e forced to pay 
for an impractical sewer system that 
b ars out a large per cent from sewer- 
ngs. 
Do you think b ecause vou haye 
paid a $1,0(.)0 for a worthless plan tha t 
you must use if? 
No, nature has furn­ 
ished us with the surveys. 
Let it b e 
utilized and we shall have something 
to poi Jt to with pride in alter years. 
Thus tha t unsightly slough is put to its 
proper use, and wa have wiped out
